This morning the crowd of people bafore Mr.
Hookey's ertablishinent was so dense that Lien-
tennut Clurk, with a posse of ollicers, was ssut
for to keep the pavements clear, 'The bodies
were lying o the parlor, each encased lo a
carket draped In black, and oroamented with
heavy silver mountings, These were the simple
inseriptions on the plates: —

MAKY MURBAY,
Divd March 25, 15871,
Aged 92 Yours.

JOHUN H. MURRAY,
Died March 26, 1501,
Aged 80 Years,

Up to the time of writog there was an un-
broken line of peopie marchiong around them,
and then out into the street

There will be no religipus services, but the
remams will be taken direct to the burial
ground and iuterred. The mother and sister of
Murray are here, but none of the decensed wife's
relatives. Her futher s a miolster, now otfeia-
ting at Marletia, Ohlo. As their remains go
under the sod, Jet the veil of charity be drawn
over thelr short and sad career.

VANDERBILT VICTORIOUS.

o —-—

Deeinton in the Ecte<Vanderbilt Litigation—"e,
fent of Krte-Judge Barnaed Dismissos the
tomplain

In the action in which the Erie Railway Com-
pauy are plaintiffs and Coroelins Vanderbilt de-
fendant, Lo recover about £4,000,000, which has
Leen pending in the courts for aboul two years,
Judge Barnard yesterday rendered judgment for
the detendant. The awmount in litigation was
alleged to bave been paid to Commodore Vander-
bilt in July, 18648, upon the sectlement of the
Erie litigations then pendiog. Que millioa dol-
lnrs was pald to the Commmodore as a bonus for
getting the suits against the Erie Company
discontinued, and for the rescindiog of the con-
tract, by which Commodore Vanderbilt com-
pelled the company to purchase ffiy thousand
shareg of Erle stock at #70 a share, receiviog
for it #2 500,000 in cash and #1,125,000 worih of
bunds of the Boston, uartford, and Erle Rail-
woy Company. After the trial of the suil was
about hlﬂ finished before Judge Baroard in
1869, it was postpouned on account of Mr. Field
bemmy obliged te attend to another caase ln
Rocvhester.

Revernl argoments have been had in the case,
and several mouths ago it was adjourned, at the
request of the defendant’s couunsel, to make
their proofs. Judge Barnard had previously de-
nied a motion fur non suit, holding taat the avi-
dence of the plaintiffs constituted a cause of
action.

The argument yestorday was heard in the
room of the Bupervisors. Al it conclusion

GERMANY.

Killed nnd Weonnded of the War.

The Pall Mall Gazelle says: =The oilicial lists
of the Killed and wounded on the Garman side
during the war have now beeu wade ap at Ber-
lin, us far o= relates to the army of the late North
German Bund and the Baden division. The
vomber given of killed in action is 13,060, of
wounded 58 94, or, total casualties, without the
missing, 102,884, Hot to these will have to be
added ot least 20000 more of Bavarians and
Wurtembergers, <o that the Germaus alsogether
may be cousidersd Lo have lost 120,000, that la,
more than gix times ns many a8 Prossia lost In
1806, when the casunlties did not quite reach
20,000, The expeuditure of the war is o still
greater proportion to that of 1868, owing to the
Jonger daration, The latter was retaroed ab
124.000,000 thalers. The present war has been
rudely estimated at Berlin st amonats varying
from £120,000,000 to £150,000,000 sterling. Bat
tLese estimates are for movey laid out, and do
pot Include stores expended. These it took
£4,000,000 to replace 1o 18006. Lastly there are
the Nabllities for pensiovs, and for eompensa~
tion to the Germaus driven out of France. The
latter claim, having been excluded from the
treaty, isundersiood to have been handed over to
the German Government 1o be met ont of the
general pecuniary penalty imposed on France.
